Steamship Travel at the Peabody 


The Peabody Museum of Salem 
has opened Steamship Travel, an 
exhibition on America’s steam- 
ship era from the 19th century 
through the early-20th century. 

Of all navigable bodies of 
water throughout the world, 
none has played a more critical 
role in the history of the steam- 
ship and its impact on society 
than the Atlantic Ocean, linking 
Old and New worlds. Speed, 
safety, and luxury were the 
hallmarks of transatlantic steam- 
ship service, nicknamed the 
Atlantic Ferry during its heyday 
from 1840 to 1940. 

Steamship Travel, a reinstal- 
lation of the Museum’s popular 
Steam and the Sea exhibition 
which opened in 1983, chroni- 
cles the rise and fall of steamship 
travel from its incipient stages in 
the 19th century through its de- 
cline in the early 20th.

Boston’s Handel & Haydn Society 
begins North Shore Series 


Music lovers on the North Shore 
may now enjoy Handel & Haydn 
Society concerts at the Peabody 
Museum of Salem beginning this 
winter. 

Founded in 1815 as a society 
for the “advancement of a music 
of all kinds, particularly choral,” 
Handel & Haydn will presenta 
series of Saturday night chamber 
concerts featuring its chamber 
chorus and period ensemble. 

Music of the Old and New 
World starts the series on Feb- 
ruary 24 with a program that 
explores the choral polyphonic 
music of Spain and colonial 


Mexico. Works by Victoria and 
Morales will be performed in 
this concert directed by Handel 
& Haydn’s Assistant Conductor 
Jeffrey Rink. 

Upcoming concerts include 
a celebration of the Venetian 
baroque on April 21 and a per- 
formance devoted to Johann 
Sebastian Bach on May 5.

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Museum acquires local historical 
building 


The Peabody Museum of Salem 
has purchased the former Salem 
Fraternity Boys Club building, 
the city’s sole edifice designed 
by noted Boston architect 
Charles Bulfinch. 

The Museum purchased the 
11 Central Street building from 
the Boys and Girls Club of 
Greater Salem, which moved 
to a larger facility. 

The Museum was interested 
in the property because of its his- 
tory and its close proximity. The 
Museum will conduct a study to 
determine the best use of the 
historical building, according to 
Peabody Museum Director Peter 
Fetchko. 

The Central Street building 
was erected in 1811 for the 
former Essex Bank by Bulfinch, 
architect of Boston’s golden- 
domed State House. Nathaniel 
Bowditch, the Salem-born father 
of modern navigation and early 
president of the East India 
Marine Society, is believed to 
have had his office and library 
there during the 1800s. 

“One of the most satisfying 
benefits to come out of this 
agreement is a closer relation- 
ship between the Museum and 
the Boys and Girls Club,” said 
Mr. Fetchko. “Both organiza- 
tions see an opportunity to ac- 
quaint Salem’s youth with our 
city’s rich heritage and develop 
appreciation and understanding 
in our pluralistic society.”

A new Museum publication 


The Peabody Museum of Salem 
is pleased to announce the publi- 
cation of The Journal of Stephen 
Reynolds, Volume |: 1823-1829, a 
detailed and insightful record of 
life in Hawaii during a period of 
profound change. 

Reynolds's chronicle is the 
only record of the arrival and 
departure of ships, notations on 
the sandalwood trade, and iden- 
tifications of merchants and trad- 
ers of Hawaiian and Pacific com- 
merce. In the past, his journals 
(1823 to 1855) have been used in 
manuscript form. With this publi- 
cation, the first volume is now 
made available to the public. The 
book, edited by Pauline N. King 
and co-published with Ku Pa‘a, 
Incorporated, of Honolulu, 
Hawaii, is available at the 
Museum Shop.

A 
Collector’s 
Life

You may read about Donald Hibbard Angus 
on Page 5 of Who’s Who in Oceania. Though 
the entry is impressive, it does not include the 
most important aspect of Mr. Angus’s character: 
Inspiring. 

“He tends to always get you interested in 
something,” says Museum Shop Manager Daniele 
Lambrechts, who worked with Mr. Angus while 
volunteering in the Museum's Ethnology Depart- 
ment some 15 years ago. 

Described as a bibliophile and art connois- 
seur in Who’s Who in Oceania, Mr. Angus, 81, has 
been associated with the Peabody for more than 
a quarter century, and most recently has been ap- 
pointed Honorary Research Fellow in Oceanic 
Prints by the Museum’s Board of Trustees. His 
contributions to the Peabody include thousands 
of prints, lithographs, and engravings from late 
18th and early 19th-century publications on major 
voyages and travels of exploration. 

“Some of Mr. Angus’s gifts are materials 
which have become very rare,” says Daniel Fina- 
more, assistant curator of maritime history, not- 
ing that not all of Mr. Angus’s donations are 
prints. Among his contributions are a Stafford- 
shire figure of Captain James Cook and a very im- 
portant portrait of naturalist Joseph Banks. 


“His continuing efforts have broadened and 
enlarged the Museum’s important collection of 
prints and drawings related to Pacific exploration 
and travel,” says Director Peter Fetchko. 


Mr. Angus’s voracity in collecting reflects his 
inherent curiosity. “Having been born in Hawaii, | 
have always been interested in its early history,” 
says Mr. Angus, who began collecting prints and 
drawings of Hawaiian scenes just before entering 
the University of California at Los Angeles in the 
1920s. His collection reveals what Hawaii was like 
at the time of Captain James Cook’s discovery of 
the Hawaiian Islands on his third voyage around 
the world. 


“Beginning in 1784, various nations sent their 
ships to the Pacific and most stopped at Hawaii,” 
says Mr. Angus, explaining the origins and pur- 
pose of these prints. “The French, the Russians, 
the Americans each had accounts of their voy- 
ages published with views of the Pacific Islands 
and its people. The scenes these men enjoyed 
were engraved or lithographed for each of these 
publications.” 
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As Mr. Angus collected plates which had ear- 
lier been taken from these publications, he 
would sometimes come across entire publica- 
tions. “I was really more interested in individual 
graphic plates that could be shown in museums, 
colleges, or historical societies,” he says. “One 
could then see a collection of native buildings or 
scenes from the many voyages, and sometimes 
different versions of the same views.” 

Mr. Angus went to Europe in 1930, where he 
began to expand his collection to include other 
lands, faithfully adding to his collection in each 
city he visited. The following year, he settled in 
London. “I had also decided to collect graphic 
representations of all islands and lands touched 
by the Pacific Ocean,” says Mr. Angus. “There | 
was able to find early engravings of more than 
Hawaii.” He worked on Pacific research at the 
British Museum in London and other research 
centers in Paris. The young Hawaiian student had 
a limited amount of money, but that didn’t dis- 
courage him from collecting. “I had to be very 
careful how much money | spent. But | bought 
whenever and wherever | could find material and 
quite often spent the money | had meant to 
spend for lunch on engravings.” 

Mr. Angus stayed in London for 12 years, 
making dealer friends and collecting more and 
more. “To select a few prints, | would have to go 
through several thousand to find those dealing 
with my subject. | would go see every book and 
print dealer | could locate. So my collection grew 
to be very large.” The collection flourished to in- 
clude botanical prints as well as engravings from 
Portugal, Spain, North and South Africa, Italy, Tur- 
key, Egypt, India, Siam, and other places. 

Mr. Angus has spenta great deal of his life in 
book shops, searching for prints and building his 
collection. “Today, | try not to go into shops, but | 
do weaken at times,” he says, adding that the 
books of voyages and travel are currently much 
more valuable than the individual prints. “These 
books were broken up for their plates until the 
Second World War. They are no longer broken up 
since a perfect copy (of a book) is worth more 
than the value of its plates sold separately. A book 
that sold in about 1920 and later for $200 is now 
worth $1200,” adds Mr. Angus, who was a close 
friend of late Museum Director Ernest S. Dodge. 
Itwas Mr. Dodge who introduced the collector to 
the Peabody. And since their meeting some 30 


years ago, Mr. Angus has visited the Peabody ona 
regular basis. 

“Mr. Angus really has a little family here in 
Salem,” says Acting Curator of Maritime History 
Paul Winfisky, who has known the collector for 
nearly 20 years. And like most people in the Mu- 
seum, Mr. Winfisky considers Mr. Angus a rare 
individual. 

“He is awonderful character,” continues Mr. 
Winfisky. “He is one of those people you are 
happy to have met. He is worldly in a way few 
people are.”

Worldliness, however, doesn’t seem to mat- 
ter to Mr. Angus. “I have learned so much in col- 
lecting my prints, and my hope is that when they 
are exhibited in museums, they will teach people 
what | learned in the process. | know | was influ- 
enced in my learning by seeing prints like these 
exhibited, and this caused me to find the books 
in libraries and read all about what was depicted 
in the print. | hope others will have their interest 
Sparked.”

Eagle, late 17th century

Since its opening in May 1988, the Asian 
Export Art Wing has impressed visitors with 
its galleries of fine and decorative art made 
in Asia between the 15th and 20th centuries 
for export to the west. In the following 
Curators Column, Dr. H.A. Crosby 
Forbes describes a sampling of noteworthy 
accessions to the Peabody's outstanding 
collection of Asian export art treasures. 


espite changes in federal income 

tax laws, generous donors con- 
tinue to assist the Museum to fill im- 
portant gaps in its collections. The 
Asian Export Art Department has re- 
ceived anumber of interesting objects 
in recent months. 

Among the most important ob- 
jects are two porcelain eagles — one 
made at the Arita kilns in Japan, the 
other at the Meissen factory in Saxony. 
Similar eagles were in the Japanese 
Palace collection at Dresden formed 
by Augustus the Strong, Elector of 
Saxony, and King of Poland. The Asian 
Export Department has been particu- 
larly interested in obtaining objects 
that serve to illustrate intercultural 
connection between Asia and Europe. 
As the Japanese eagles served as mod- 
el for the Meissen eagles, these two 
objects provide excellent comparison 
pieces. 

The Arita ware example, dating 
from the late 17th century, is a model 
of an adult golden eagle Aquila chry- 
aetos japonica, native to the moun- 
tains of Korea and Japan. The feathers 
are boldly incised and painted in iron 
and white glaze with areas of pink bis-

The Meissen white figure of an eagle, mod- 
eled after a Japanese Arita eagle similar to that il- 
lustrated, has traditionally been ascribed to 
Gottlieb Kirchner and dated about 1731. Recent 
research has led some scholars to attribute the 
eagle to his successor at the Meissen factory, J.J. 
Kaendler, 1734-1735. It was exhibited in The Treas- 
ure House of Britain, National Gallery of Art, 
Washington, D.C., 1985, no. 373. 

The hexagonal Japanese export vase, similar 
to those acquired by Mary II between 1689 and 
1694 for her collection at Hampton Court, is deco- 
rated in brilliant Kakiemon-style enamels with 
either a phoenix on a tree peony or a flowering 
Poppy: 

A highly important Chelsea Red Anchor peri- 
od vase, c. 1755, based ona Meissen copy of the 
original Japanese vase, was purchased as a com- 
parison piece. These two extremely rare objects 
attest to the strong influence of Japanese 
Kakiemon-style wares on the early products of 
British and Continental porcelain factories.

aL. Asian Export Art Department has been 
interested in developing a representative collec- 
tion of silver made in India for Western use. This 
silver is one of two distinctly different types: ob- 
jects produced by European-owned firms in Euro- 
pean styles; and objects made by Indian craftsmen 
decorated with traditional Indian motifs. The rat- 
tle above is an example of the first category. 
Children’s rattles —a relatively rare form even 
in English and American silver — originated in the 
last half of the 17th century. Anglo-Indian gold ob- 
jects are particularly rare, the superb chasing of 
this object further enhances its importance. 
Hamilton and Company, the makers, were the 
leading Anglo-Indian goldsmiths at Calcutta from 
1811 until 1971. The firm was founded by Robert 
Hamilton who first arrived from England to set up 
as a jeweler at Calcutta in 1808.

he Asian Export Art Department has also 
been making a serious effort to expand its hold- 
ings of late 17th and early-18th century Chinese 
export silver. This silver is still one of the least 
known areas of Chinese export art, many of these 
early examples having long been mistakenly re- 
garded as English silver “in the Chinese taste.” 

Each of the very rare tea canisters above is 
made from silvergilt rectangular plates soldered 
together and decorated with applied filigree 
work. Floral clusters heightened with blue enamel 
are applied to the corners and the fitted cover. 
Each of the canisters fits into the velvet-lined 
ivory box with ivory bird and flower decoration. 
This, in turn, fits into an Asian rosewood box with 
a silver label, one for Souchong (black), the other 
for Hyson (green) tea. 

The tea kettle of about 1700-1720 is attached 
by means of two pins to a later stand with spirit 
lamp made by the London silversmith Edward 
Feline. The kettle, with its rounded oblong body, 
fitted cover, and upright handle, resembles 
Chinese export porcelain wine pots of the period 
1700-1720, imported to England and the conti- 
nent for use as teapots. 

Figure and landscape elements, which are 
cast and applied, decorate the panels. Sea mon- 
ster (macara) heads decorates the handle and 


spout.

Continuing the Tradition 


In 1799, 22 Salem sea captains 
had the foresight to create a 
museum of natural and artificial 
curiosities. Nearly two centuries 
later, their legacy is carried on. 


When people walk through the 
galleries of the Peabody Mu- 
seum of Salem for the first time, 
they are often puzzled by the 
diversity of the Museum’s 
collections. 

“Visitors often wonder 
about the interconnection and 
how our collections are linked,” 
says Director Peter Fetchko. 

Where else could you find a 
Hawaiian war god, Kukuilimoku, 
a Chinese moon bed, amounted 
American bison, a lock of Napo- 
leon’s hair, Cleopatra’s Barge, 
and a finger necklace from New 
Guinea? 

That which binds together 
the Peabody’s collections of 
Ethnology, Asian Export Art, Nat- 
ural History, and Maritime His- 
tory is the spirit of the Salem East 
India Marine Society. 

Founded in 1799, the Soci- 
ety provided support for families 
of those lost at sea and gathered 
to exchange navigational infor- 


§ 
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mation. Such associations were 


common in those days, but the 
Salem organization was special 
in that itadded a clause to its 
charter that would make it 
unique: “To forma Museum of 
natural and artificial curiosities, 
particularly such as are to be 
found beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope and Cape Horn.” 

The years immediately fol- 
lowing 1799 were golden. These 
captains came home to Salem 
with tremendous bounty, shar- 
ing their knowledge with the 
people of the small seaside com- 
munity. It was a glorious time. 
But, as Museum Trustee Walter 
Muir Whitehill wrote in his 1949 
history of the Peabody Museum, 
“Sad as itis, golden ages are not 
eternal.” Mr. Whitehill was refer- 
ring, of course, to the 1860s when 
Salem’s flourishing foreign trade 
had virtually disappeared. 

“But the essence of that 
glorious era still exists,” says Mr. 
Fetchko, referring to the Muse- 
um and its valued supporters. 
“For well over a century the col- 
lections of the Peabody Museum 
have made it an international 
center for educational programs 
and for scholarly maritime, natu- 
ral history, and ethnological re-

search... Today, with 30 galleries 
and so many handsome addi- 
tions to its collection, the Mu- 
seum is more than ever a vital 
link to our country and New Eng- 
land’s legendary maritime past.” 
The East India Marine Soci- 
ety does not exist today, but its 
spirit prevails through the Muse- 
um’s supporters, supporters 
such as the East India Marine 
Associates. “This group was 
formed to answer the need for 
a group of committed and in- 
formed friends willing to assume 
a high standard of leadership 
and support for the long-range 
development of our unique in- 
stitution,” says Mr. Fetchko. 
More than 90 East India Marine 
Associates contribute $1,000 or 
more annually toward the oper- 
ating expenses of the Museum. 
This year the Museum hopes to 
increase the number of East 
India Marine Associates to 130.
